The great queilion rclauve to Ecclefialtical’ Propet 
ty has been three times aginared within thele tew days. 
The Clergy never had {© hard a cdmpaign fince. the 
eltabluhment.of the Chritian religion. 

The ume elapfed, Wiles the qicltion was firft pro- 
poled in the aflemblyy has afforded the fpeakers om 
noth fides an Opportanity of preparing themfelses for 
the combat betwee the purtifans of truth, and thole 
of thouiunds of arguments, which for centuries have 
been {tored up in the Schools of Theology. 

After the fpeech of M. Thouret, it was ‘to be 
hoped the Clergy would make a cefencé, ‘for nothing 
more than the fake of form: but one of its molt vigo- 
rous clrampions immediately declared ia the moit 
politive manner, that.all the reafonings'of the grave 
Speaker, whom he had no doubt @f refuting, confiited 
of nothing but fubtleties and romantic metaphyfic. 

Untortunately for the Abbe Mauray, his great pro- 
mifes ftill remain to be filled ; his arguments went 
fcarcely to the quettion, . This M. ‘Thouret proved 
to every unprejudiced Member of the Affembly, al-, 
though. he made no impreffion upon the Abbe.
